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A GOOD MAN IN TROUBLE. 


The misfortunes of W. H. Murray 
have afforded the little wits of the 
press a fine opportunity for scandal 
and detraction. Mr. Murray has been 
well known for many years as an elo- 
quent preacher of Boston. Witha 
great love of nature and a fondness 
for field sports, he explored the Adir- 
oudack wilderness of New York, and 
afterwards wrote a book about thg 
region, which made both it and him- 
self famous. His fondness for the 
horse induced him to make a close 
study of that noble animal, and out 
of his knowledge of horseflesh, he 
wrote a book entitled **The Perfect 
Horse.” a work which added to his 
reputation, Recestly Mr. Murray 
embarked in the manufacture of buck- 
board wagons, an enterprise in which 
he heped to re‘rieve his losses in cther 
business. He lost money in the 
Golden Rule newspaper and in his 
stock farm in Connecticut. For the 
sake of rest or on business, Murray 
went te California about a mouth ago. 
Duriog his absence his farm was at- 
tached by some of his creditors. Down 
came an avalanche of slander, ridicule 
and abuse upon poor Murray's head. 
How easy it is to kick a man when he 
is down! From the New York Times 
we clip 8 specimen of the prevailing 
style of comment: 

“Mr. Murray sturted in life asa 
single person, to wit, a minis‘er of the 
gospel, and by degrees took to him- 
self some other characters much worse 
than the first. His first eff rt at com- 
ination was the attempt to combine 
the Gospel with fish, and to be at once 
a minister and asportsman. He went 
to the A diroggiack region, then the 
most delicious of wildernesses, and 
was so delighted at his success in 
catching fish that he immediately 
wrote a book about it. This alone 
proved that he was a bad sportsman, 
and had failed to learn the lesson of 
reverent silence that nature gives to 
the true sportsman when she discloses 
to him the secret of a lovely trout 
stream or the haunt of deer.” 

The idea that a man cannot be 
both a good minister and a good fish- 
erman is ridiculous. Angiing has 
been the favorite recreation of many 
of the best men of whom history gives 
us any account. 
on to make it appear that Murray is 
a bad sportsman because he wrote 
a book about the Adirondacks. That 
is to say, when one finds a good place 
to hunt and fish, he should be a hoy, 
and keep the knowledge to himself. 
If to write up the Adirondacks was 
uasportsmanlike, then old Isaac Wal- 
ton, “Kit North,” and “Frank For- 
ester,” and other distinguished writers 
of our own day have been unsports- 
manliké. It would appear, if the 
Times is right, that to be sportsman- 
like ia to be selfish.

Yet the English 
distrusted and denounced the enter- 
prise from the start, and looked upon 
Lesseps, its dariog originator, as a 
lunatic. The British .government 
eventually were glad to buy the canal 
at a premium. 

The Darien Canal scheme bids fair 
to be carried out, although it is likely 
that all the capital needed will have 
to be drawn gm Europe. 
has a splendid reputation abroad, and 
the magnificent success cf his Suez 
project has guined him great confi- 
dence. The Darien canal does not 
offer such difficulties as the Sucz. The 
distance is only half as great, and its 
way is through selid rock and earth. 
The shifting na.ure of the sandy sveil 
of Suez was the great trouble with 
the canal there. The summit of the 
Darien route does no exceed 260 fee: 
above the sea. The preposed method 
of workiog, is to commence excavat- 
ing at the summit and to carry the 
dirt on tramways to the shores, where 
it will be used in constructiog artifi- 
cial harbors.

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HARD TIMES AND THE CHINESE. 


The Congressional Committee, ap- 
peinted to investigate the causes of 
the present labor depression, are now 
in San Francisco. Last Friday they 
heard the evidence of some of the 
prominent citizens, relative to the ef- 
fect of Chinese immigration. The 
testimony furnishes some facts of in- 
terest, and the opinions of some of the 
gentlemen examined are worth knew- 
ing. TT. B. Shannon, Collector of 
Customs, who had been requested by 
the government to ascertain the num- 
ber of Chinese in the country, esti- 
mates it at 96,430; 67,000 in the Pa- 
cific States, and 29,430 in the Eastern 
States. He placed the Chinese popu- 
lation of San Francisco at 30,000. 
This estimate falls greatly below the 
popular notion of the number of Chi- 
nese on the coast. It has been fre- 


quently stated that there were fully, 


150,000 Chinamen on the Pacific coast. 
San Francisco has been supposed to 
contain at least 50,000. As Cellecter 
Shannon stated that he had taken 
pains to get a correct estimate, bis fig- 
ures probably approximate to the 
truth. 

Mr. Shannon thinks the reason why 
we are not a manufacturing commu- 
nity is because labor and capital are 
so much higher here that we have not 
been able to compete with Eastern 
manufactures. This is a sound con- 
clusion. It is impossible to establish 
manufactures here to compete with 
Eastern products, while labor com- 
mands so much higher rates, except of 
such goods as ere expensive te trans- 


port. 

Shannon very sensibly remarked, in 

reply to questions, that “we call times 

here, but it is only in compari- 
sen to the flush times past.” * In re- 
gard to the moral effect of the Chi- 
nese among us, he thought that adul- 
terated liquors do more injury; that 
the Chinese demoralize only such 
white men as wish to be demoralized. 
In conclusion, Collector Shannon 
summed up the whole Chinese ques- 
tion in a way that we can cordially in- 
dorse. This is what he said: 

“The Chinese people as a people 
are a detriment to the future prosper- 
ity of the country. The remedy 
would be anamendment to the treaty, 
and that the National Government 
should restrict their immigration. 
The uniting of the better class of 
white peeple with Chinese has no ele- 
vating eflect upon the latter. They 
do not and never will assimilate po- 
litically with us. I believe in keep- 
ing the price of labor high enough to 
support the family. If the present 
number of Chinese were stopped to- 
day trom coming, the Chinese ques- 
tion: would pass from consideration in 
political economy; but the future 
troubles us. In time they would ex- 
pel white laber, and this section of the 
country would bea Chinese colony. 
A day’s labor of a Chinaman is about 
the same as that ef a white man. If 
they think they can make something 
they become Christians, and if they 
had the opportunity, and thought 
they could make by it, they would be- 
come yee Chinese immigration 
has had thetendency to lessen immi- 
gration from the Eastern States.” 


THE RIGHT SORT OF TALK. 


Under the above heading, the Daily 
Constitution, a strictly Southern-Dem- 
ocratic paper, published in Atlanta, 
Georgia, cepies from the Vicksburg 
Herald, another strictly Democratic 
paper, as follows : 

“The effect will be against us, be- 
cause the main facts are true, and the 
wretched, criminal blunders of the 
Yazoo Bourbons cannot be defended 
or explained away. There is but one 
course left. The laws must be 
stantly and constantly enforced for 
the protection of all.

THE CHARCOAL WAR. 


Armed Resistance to the Sheriff at Eu- 
reka—Fight Between the Coa!lburners 
and the Officers—Five Killed and 
Many Wounded, e 


Eureka, Aug. 19.—A _ Sheriff's 
posse attacked a coal ranch at Fish 
creek between sundown and dark last 
evening. Many shots were fired, and 
five Italians were killed and six badly 
wounded. Several prisoners were 
also taken. 

Eureka, Aug. 19.—8 p.m. A _por- 
tion of the sheriff's posse has just re- 
turned from the scene of the Fish 
creek fight. They cerroborate the state- 
ment lIfitherto telegraphed that the 
coal-burners opened the fight, firing | 
the first shot. There were nine of the 
posse against 100 coal-burners, but 
not one half of the burners were arm- 
ed. After the first volley from the of- 
ficers the rioters fled precipitately. 
Three of them were killed outright, 
and two so badly injured that they ex- 
pired in a few hours. Fourteen pris- 
oners were taken, but only three were 
brought to town, as the rest were 
fouad to beunarmed. Deputy Sheriff 
Simpson was in the act of serving a 
warrant on one of the ringleaders 
when the conflict began. The officers 
claim that they were in a tight place, 
and werecompelled to fight or be killed. 
There was no chance for retreat. The 
rioters were met on the road _ three- 
quarters of a mile from any coal camp. 

he officers do not believe that there 
were any wounded. The remains of 
the five dead men have just arrived. 
There is deep feeling among the Ital- 
ian residents of Eureka and the sur- 
rounding country, but it is not be- 
lieved by the cooler heads that there 
will be any further bloodshed.

THE COMING PROCESS. 


The Frue Process in Operation. 


All the Sand and Rock Washed Out of 
Ore and Only the Metals Left 
to be Separated. 


One of the effects of the revived in- 
terest in mining is the invention of 
countless oumbers of machines of 
every form and mode of operation for 
reducing ores. Probably none on the 
long list has been so entirely a success 
in its own particular field as the Frue 
concentrator. This machine has been 
described as an improvement on Brun. 
ten’s revolving belt, but really had its 


origio in a machine’ much more re- 
sembling the old Californian “cradle.” 
The employment of a revolving belt, 
either plain er with riffles or buckets, 
as acarrier for various metals, is of 
very old date; but the application of 


A LATERAL SHAKING MOTION 


to such a belt—a motion closely re- 


sembling that given to a shovel in 
vanning by band—is a nevelty, and 
constitutes the essential element of 
the success of this machine. A re- 
volving belt of canvas with a lateral 
or end blow has been used in Germany 
and England, and also in the States; 
and though pretty good results were 
obtained with it, the difficulty of mak- 
ing the belts last. proved too great. 
The side shake is as great an improve- 
ment over the blow as the perfect rub- 
ber belt, with permanent bigh flanges, 
is superior to the reugh, cestly, short- 
lived canvas belt. In’ the Frue an 
endless rubber belt 2744 feet long and 
four wide, with flanges about an inch 
high on each side, moves ever a sys 

tem of rollers whose office is to forma 
table on top and keep the bottem in 
the washing vat. The ore is crushed 
in an ordinary stamp mill and is spread 
evenly across this belt, which has a 
side motion of less than an inch space 
at the rate of 200 a minute, and a for- 
ward motion up the inclined table, 
which it forms on the top of the ma- 
chine. 

THE CRUSHED ROCK 


in a small stream of water falls near 
the upper end of the belt by means of 
the sand distributor, and flows down 
the bert towards its lower end. The 
inclination at which the belt 1s set is 


only from 6 to 10 inches on the 12 
feet of table, and as the stream of 
water is not large and spreads over 
the whole width of 4 feet, it is obvi- 
ous that much of the crushed rock 
contained in the water would settle 
on the belt, while the water and the 
finer and lighter particles of sand 
would alone reach the foot of the 
table and drop ever into a waste 
launder. The effect of this would 
naturally be to deliver all the rock 
which had settled on the belt, over 
the top end and depesite the same 
eventually in the water-tank below, 
through which the belt passes. 


THE ACTION OF THE BELT 


simply amounts to this, that it ferms 
an incline plain or werking surface, 
which, by its progressive motion, will! 
depesite in the tank, all solid material 


which settles on to it—ie¢., whatever 
is not carried off in suspension by the 
stream of water. The beit is merely 
a self-discharging bed. To seperate 
the heavier metallic minerals from the 
accompanying gangue or rock,it is evi- 
dent that the above described action 
of the beltis not sufficient; for net 
only would the mineral be delivered 
inthe tank below, but alsoa large 
proportion of the rock, which would 
certainly settle on the belt as well. 
A seperation of the two classes has 
yet to be accomplished. For this

A City Two Years Old Holdiag Thirty 
Thousand People—its Hotels. Chuarch- 
es, Hells and Fights—€urious Cus- 
toms of The Place.

The descent from Mosquito, which 
is over 13,000 feet abeve the level of 
the sea, to Leadville, which is only 
10,300, presents an amazicg pano- 
rama. Upon a stretch of flat land 
of about a mile square, and sur- 
rounded on all sides by hills, a log 
and plank city has been built within 
less than two yeurs, capable of giving 
shelter to nearly 30,000 people. That 
this estimate of the present popula- 
tion of Leadville is not exaggerated is 
seen from the fact that for more thaa 
@ year past the regular stages alone 
have brought daily between thirty and 
ferty passengers, without counting 
the mass of men who have come on 
foot, on herseback, and in freight 
wagons. None of the large hotels 
have room enough to accommodate 
the better class of travelers, and all 
are compelled to run branch houses.

Every dollar received by 
carpenters is from new comers. As 
the above figures and statements were 
obtained from sources which insure 
their correctness, all may draw their 
own conclusions in regard to the pres- 
ent situation aod outlook in Bodie, 
There are now probably 6000 persons 
in Bodie, with more arriving daily, 
thus it will be seen that there are 
lenty of people there to do all that 
fs required to be donein any business. 
Snow has been known to fall in Bodie 
te the depth of eight and ten feet— 
though this only once in a great while 
—therefore there is a chance for 
trouble this winter should the town 
take fire. The town would go like a 
bunch of matches, as there is pot 
water enough in the whole place te 
stop it, could it be brought to bear on 
the proper spot.

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SIERRA COUNTY PROSPECTS. 


A Letter From The Locator of Pe«vine 
Distriet—Some Claims Owned 
By Rene Citizens

To the Editor of the Gazette: 1 take 


this opportunity te advise you of the’ 


prospects of Sierra county, beth in 
gravel and in quartz mining. The old 
blue gravel chaunel has been struck, 
and is rich in free gold.

THE INDIAN FANDAN 20. 


The Great Assemblage ef Red Men at 
Winnemucca—What Naches says 
About Selling Whiskey te Indians. 


From the Silver State. 


The largest assemblage of Indians 
seen in this part of the ceuntry for 
years, is now congregated on the west 
side of the Humboldt, above the 
bridge. The force was augmented 
last evening by the arrival of some 
fifty Sheshones from Resse river valley, 
led by Twi Toi, their chief. Among 
this delegation was a middle-aged 
buck with a full beard, black as a ra- 
veo'’s wing. The Piute aod Shoshone 
camps are situated about « huodred 
yards apart, on opposite sides of the 
dance grounds. A great many whites 
visited their camps last evening; but 
the Indians did not tura themselves 
loose, not more than forty or fifty 
participating in the dance at any 
time. Old Winnemucca, with a large 
delegation from Quio River valley, is 
expected to-day, and more Sheshones 
are coming on the trains from the east. 
By to-morrow night it is thought they 
will get warmed up to their work and 
show their powers of endurance in the 
ring. 

Naches made a speech last ev€ning, 
cautioning the whites about selling 
the Indians whiskey. He said: “If 
any white man sells whiskey to Piutes 
or Shoshones we wil! bind him hand 
and toot and throw him io the river; 
and if Chinamen sell them whiskey 
we will burn their town.” This speech 
was addressed to the spectators, of 
whem there were several hundred, 
among them representatives of all the 
races of men. To-night is set apart 
for the mahalas, and Buena Vista 
John, who is master of ceremenies, 
requests the spectators te keep out- 
side ef the dancing ground, se as to 
give the maidens a chance to show 
their agility.

A Good Use for Old Cans. 


Frem the Scientific American 


Perhaps one of the most appropri- 
ate uses of an old fruit can that can 
be devised, is to make it contribute 
to the growth of new fruit to fill new 
cans. This is done in the following 
manner: The can is pierced with one 
or more pin holes and then sunk in 
the earth near the roots of the straw- 
berry, tomato er other plants. The 
pin holes are to be of such size, that 
when the can is filled with water, the 
fluid cin only escape into the ground 
very slowly. Thus, a quart can, 
properly arranged, will extend its irri- 
gation to a plant through a period of 
several days; the can is then refilled. 
Practical trials of this methed of irri- 
gation leave no doubt of its success.

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TRUANT TROUT. 


Curious Facts About Fish—The Tough- 
ness of Trout--Have Fish a Sixth 
Sense ?—A Very Interesting Letter. 


B. B. Redding, one of the fish com- 
missioners of Culifornia, end a promi- 
neut member of the San Francisco 
Academy of Sciences, writes to the 
Chicago Field as follows: 

At the base of Muunt Shasta, on 
the Sacramento river, near its seurce., 
George Campbell has a hotel, which is 
a place of resort for hunters of bears 
and deer, and for fishermen of salmon 
and trout. The hunting and fishing 
ars good in all this region. His hotel 
is also famed for the spring of soda 
water near it. he water of thi- 
spring is among the coldest and most 
palatable in the state. To keep up 
the supply of trout in the river in th 
vicinity of the hotel, §fr. Camp! ell 
bas constructed an artificial pond in 
his grounds, about half on acre in ex- 
tent. Into this pond he places fally 
mture troutas ther caught, hi- 
object being at the proper season to 
strip them and artificially hatch the 
e The pord is supplied with 
water from the river through a board 
flume, about a foot square, open at 
the top. This is about a fourth of a 
mile in length, The water runs 
through the flume at a speed of about

and falls into the pond from the lewer 
end of the flume a distance of twe 
feet. There are screens to retain the 
fish at the entrance of the flume, and 
also where the overflow of the pond 
makes its escape. About ove-third of 
the distance from the pond to the 
river there runs a small stream on the 
ground which passes uader,the flume, 
aod at right angles with it, and so on 
te the river. The flume is four feet 
above the water in the rivulet at this 
point. Mr. Campbell found that he 
was losing the trout from the pond 
almost as rapidly as they were placed 
in it, and for some time could not dis- 
cover the cause. At last,dby watching, 
he found that the trout fpr seme rea- 
son were dissatisfied with the pond 
and were escaping.

The Price of Beer.

Although the prices of most articles 
of living have sensibly declined, that 
of beer coutinues—at least in thie 
hotels and saloons—what it was be- 
fore 1673. A glass of lager costs 5 
ceots, about a third of it being usual- 
ly froth, and in a first-class restaurant 
a pint ot Milwankee or Cincinnati 
beer is from 15 to 25 cents. It is 
difficult to comprehend why the prices 
of this beverage should rule so ex- 
travegantly high. The glass of lager 
which here costs 5 cents would in 
Germany cost 2; and in England a 
giass of the best Bass’s ale would cost 
a cent less than the glass of lager 
here, while in the must expensive 
hotels and restaurants a pint of Bass 
in bottle would never be more than 
124g cents. Milwaukee and Cincio- 
nati beer are retailed here by the 
dozen at 90 cents, so that the charge 
of from 15 to 25 cents exacted by the 
hotel keepers is a monstrous per- 
entage of profit, which vught to be 
immediately abated.
